Police conduct 
RIDE check 

Niagara Regional Police officers con¬ 
ducted a RIDE check in Fort Erie on Sun¬ 
day, stopping more than 500 vehicles. 
Seven roadside tests were conducted 
and one driver had his driver's licence 
suspended for three days as a result of 
a WARN reading on the roadside test. 
Police also stopped one driver who 
didn’t have her headlights on. 

Further investigation revealed that the 
driver was a disqualified driver for a pre¬ 


vious impaired driving conviction. 

The driver now faces charges for driv¬ 
ing disqualified as well as Highway 
Traffic Act offences. The vehicle oper¬ 
ated by this driver was impounded for 
45 days under current legislation.
